His methods are ad¬ 
apted from the Wili am Quarrier 
Orphan Home in Scotland, with 
which Institution Mr. and Mrs. 
Wood were connected, He ipi- 
yressed his hearers with his tact 
*vfld thoroughness in dealing with 
the children under his care. Ev¬ 
erything on schedule time, punc¬ 
tuality, regularity, cleanliness 
and industry is his slogan for 
the proper conduct of the Home. 

At preserft Mr. and Mrs. Wood 
have 24 children under their care 
they have had 40; over GO have 
Jiad to be refused admittance the 
past year for lack of accomodat¬ 
ion. The spirit of devotion is the 
mainspring of the Home. Mr. 
and Mrs. Wood lopk to God for 
everything. The children are 
taught to acknowledge Him as 
the source of supply for all their 
needs. 

Mr. Wood never makes a per¬ 
sonal canvass for funds; he is 
supported by voluntary contribu¬ 
tions, people who hear the story 
of the work are constrained to 
help.

IMPORTANCE OF 

GOOD* SEED 

It has been many times; (Near¬ 
ly demonstrated that it pays to 
sow good seed. This applies 
with equhl force to grijun,' root, 
vegqtlfBTlr a^d garde*} seeds. 
Some of these seeds required on 
the farm may have to be pur¬ 
chased, and only the „v*ery best 
should be obtained. If there is 
one thing, however, tha^ is 
largely in the farmer’s'own 
hands, it is the quality of grain 
used for seed. I nd r ordinary 
conditions, the farmer should 
not find it necessary to buy seed 
grain, onoe he has secured a 
variety suitable to his farm. 

The tirffe to select most intelli¬ 
gently and profitably is when 
the grain is still standing uncut. 
The best part of the best field 
should be marked and from it 
thoeeed should be kept. Those 
who have not done this should, 
however, do the next best thing, 
and thoroughly clean the grain 
for the spring Sowing. Now is 
the time to do.it. Do not wait 
until the day the seed is requir¬ 
ed for sowing. Use the fanning 
mill now. Put the grain through 
the mill two or three times, or 
until all dirt, shrunken kernels 
and weed seeds are gleaned out. 
This is the season when labor is 
most plentiful and when time 
will permit carrying out these 
operations. Clean seed grain 
will mean larger yields. Strict 
attention to this,, matter is a 
part of the ‘bit’ expected of the 
farmer.

Under 
such conditions the chances jire that very much 
more might be done because there would be a 
diversity bf interests working on the same 
problem. Let us suppose that the whole of 
southern Alberta is kept on the same oasis in 
regard to this matter for the next twelve 
monthstfas it has been in the past, how much 
further ahead will we be? As an alternative to 
this, let it be suggested that every governing 
body, city, V>)vn, villages and municipal, be 
made an auxiliary of the control, working sug¬ 
gestively and practically in regard tothestimu- 
lation of production and conservation within 
each particular area. There, we think, would 
be found a very real help towards attaining a 
great deal whieh would otherwise be impossible.

The war, as Mr. Irvine pointer 
out, has literally kicked humanity into co-oper¬ 
ation, and in that-sphere it will have to work 
out its own salvation.
